Gentlemen of the House of Representatives, - 

In accordance with the constitutional summons of a high co-ordinate 
department of our government, we have convened again for the dispatch 
of public business. ‘This meeting, unexpected when we parted, renews 
the active relations existing between the Speaker and the House and 
whilst it revives the recollection of all your past kindness, gives the fairest 
promise of your continued condescension, and of your polite and ready 
submission to the authority with which I am clothed. In the absence of 
this pleasing assurance, knowing as I do, the delicate and’ embarrassing 
nature of the duties of my office, I should retire from its unhonored dis- 
tinction, and returning to my seat on that floor, I would seek at your 
sides, an exemption from the mortifications with which an unsuccessful 
administration here certainly overwhelm. — 
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Happily, Gentlemen, eyery thmg combines to insure a strict observance 
of the same order and regularity, thaf, at a previous session, distinguished 
your labors inthis House. Mutual feelings of kind and fraternal respect 
and attachment, springing from past associations,—a practical knowledge 
of parliamentary discipline, acquired during an arduous service in your 
places here, and ahigh regard for the applause, which an intelligent and 
criticising public have awarded to the peaceful, dignified, and vigorous 
character of your last deliberations,—all conspire to swell the hopes, as in 
the end, they will crown anew the just expectations of your friends and 
constituents. | 

But, Gentlemén, if other and stronger incentives to duty are wanting, 
they are to be found, abundantly found, in the great and exalted purposes, 
for which the people have deputed you, their honored embassadors to the 
General Assembly of the State of 'Tennessee. Inthe admirable forms 
of our Federal Constitution, whilst on higher and more glittering powers, 
devolve the administration of our foreign relations, and the preservation 
of our existence as anation, to the state legislatures is reserved, in an e- 
minent degree, the more humble, but not less arduous and important task, 
of perpetuating by wise, equal, and salutary laws, all the blessings of 
social life, the enjoyment of rational liberty, and the protection of persons 
and property. ‘Che members of these assemblies, representing the real 
sovereignty of this republic, coming ‘‘fresh from the people,’’—conver- 
sant with their wants, imbued with their feelings, participating in their jays, 
and sympathising in their griefs, are called upon to perform great and conse- 
quential duties. In the discharge of these duties, they will always re- 
member that dignity, moderation and mutual forbearance become essential 
virtues, since the majesty of the law, and its moral influence on society, 
are measured almost as much by the gravity, as by the wisdom of legis- 
lative action. i 

In view, then, Gentlemen, of these truthful reflections, I seize this ap- 
propriate occasion to say, that if, in the course of our present discussions, 
the errant passions of our nature shall momentarily usurp the seats of rea- 
son and propriety, threatening tumult and disorder, I hope not to forget 
the duties assigned to my station. I shall endeavor promptly to interpose 
the authority entrusted to me; not doubting that my timely and polite in- 
terference will arrest the first appearance of irregularity, and restore 
peace, order and tranquility to your councils. 

Imploring the smiles of a super-ruling Providence, that your labors 
may be blessed to the good of your country, and redound to your cre- 
dit among men,—1 announce to you, Gentlemen, that a quorum is pre- 
sent, and the House of Representatives is ready to proceed to business.

A message from the Senate, by Mr. Hughes, their Cyerk. 

Mr. Speaker—The Senate concur in the resolution of the House of 
Representatives, appointing a commitee, to wait on His Excellency the 
Governor, notifying him that a quorum of both Houses have assembled 
for the dispatch of business; and ‘are ready to receive any communication 
he may think proper to make, and have appointed Messrs. Vernon, Chil- 
dress and Love, to be of said committee on the part of the Senate, 

Mr. Strother, from the committee appointed, to wait on the Governor, 
and inform him that the two Houses of the General Assembly had con- 
vened in obedience to his Proclamation, and were ready to receive any 
communication he might think proper to make; reported that the commit- 
tee had performed the duty assigned them, and that the Governor had an- 
swered, that he would make a communication to each House of the Ge- 
neal Assembly, immediately. 

A message, in writing, was received from His Excellency the Govern- 
E 7 Mr. Secretary Lea, who delivered inthe same at the Speaker’s 
table. 

The said message was read at the Clerk’s table, and is as follows: 


Fellow-Citizens of the Senate, 
and of the House of Representatives: 

By the ninth section of the third article of the Constitution of our 
State, it is provided, that ‘‘the Governor may, on extraordinary occasions 
convene the General Assembly by proclamation, and shall state to them 
when assembled, the purposes for which they shall have been convened; 
but they shall enter on no legislative business except’ that for which they 
were specially called together.” The power hereby conferred on the: 
Executive is regarded as among the most responsible and delicate of his 
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official trusts; and as this is the first time the General Assembly have 
been convened by virtue of its exercise, since .the incorporation of the 


foregoing clause into our fundamental law, I feel a deep solicitude that ' 


nothing shall be done calculated, in the least, to defeat its salutary and im- 
portant provisions. Itis couched in language particularly explicit, and 
highly restrictive both upon the Executive and the Legislature. 

Since the adjournment of your last session, events which could not 
then be anticipated, have transpired, of such a character as to justify, it 
is presumed, in the opinion of all, the Convention of the General Assem- 
bly at this time; and Î shall now proceed, in compliance with the requisi- 
tions of the Constitution, to state to you, succinctly, the purposes for 
which you have been convened. 

An appropriation to defray, in part, the expense of making the neces- 
‘sary examinations and surveys, in order to ascertain the most eligible 
route through our State, for the contemplated “Louisville, Cincinnati 
and Charleston Rail Road,” is a subject again recommended to your fa- 
vorable consideration. It is a measure which appeals strongly to our 
státe pride, and in which I consider our character as somewhat involved. 
I had the honor of urging its adoption at your last session, in my Mes: 
sage of the 25th of January; to which, for amore full expression of my 
i in relation to this grand enterprise, آ‎ beg leave; "respectfully, to 
refer you. ۱ 

By reference to the late act of Assembly, entitled ‘‘an act prescribing 
the ‘mode of choosing Electors to vote for President and Vice President 
of the United States," it will be perceived that the county of Sevier is 
not included in any of the electoral districts thereby established, It will 
be necessary for you to supply this unintentional omission, in order that 
the citizens of that county may not be deprived of their inestimableright 
of suffrage in the ensuing "Presidential election. ۱ 

At an early day of your last session, a Resolution was adopted, re- 
quiring the Executive of this State to open a correspondence , with the 
Governor of Mississippi in relation to the disputed boundary between the 
two states. or reasons which were then considered sufficient, but since 
proved to be unfounded, that Resolution was rescinded. Both States 


are now claiming jurisdiction over the térritory. lying between Thomp- . 


son’s and Winchester’s line, and the evils resulting from this state of 
things are of such a character as to require a speedy remedy, I trust 


you will give the subject the consideration its importance and delicacy de- ` 


mand, and that‘efficient provisions may be made for the amicable and final 
settlement of this perplexing question. . ۱ 

I herewith transmit, for your consideration, a copy of the Treaty be- 
tween the United States and the Cherokee nation, which was ‘ratified on 
the 23d day of May last; to the end, that such measures may be taken 
in relation thereto, as its provisions and the interest of the State, may, in 
your wisdom, séem to require. 

Your attention is .particularly invited to the situation of that portion of 
our citizens who tendered their services under the several calls for Volun- 
teers which were made during the last summer, and ‘who were not re» 
ceived, or discharged without compensation for the sacrifices and .ex- 
penses to which they were subjected. ‘They have hitherto been paid 
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nothing by the General Government, although it has been repeatedly pra 
mised that a disbursing officer would be sent here long since with the ne- 
cessary funds for that purpose. ‘The only remuneration they have re- 
ceived has been afforded by tlie Executive, out of funds obtained on his 
individual: responsibility, and that of his friends, and the liabilities thus 
incurred involving, to some extent, a portion of the Volunteers them- 
selves, it will be necessary in a short time to meet. Documents now in 
my possession, and which will be laid before you if desired, abundantly 
prove that I have, in no instance whatever, complied with any requisition 
withont the express authority of the President of the United States; nor 
have our citizens failed to respond to every call inthe most prompt and 
patriotic manner. _ ۱ 

'The:act of Congress, entitled “An Act to regulate the deposites of 
the public money,” approved the twenty third day of June eighteen 
hundred and thirty-six, a copy of which is, also, herewith transmitted, pre- 
sents another subject demanding legislative action during your present 
session. The reception and judicious investment of such sum or sums 
of money as may, from time to time, be appropriated to our State under 
the provisions of said act, must be regarded by all as a matter of para- 
mount importance; and I have the fullest confidence that you will devote - 
to it your most mature deliberation. When, in a former eommunica- 
tion, Î had the honor of calling your attention to the subject of a dis- 
tribution of the surplus revenue among the States, it was not anticipated 
that an act for that purpose would be passed at so early a period. The 
adoption of the measure so apportunely for the best interests of our 
state, is to me a source of the liveliest gratification. Its happy influence 
in stimulating us to increased and vigorous exertions in the prosecution 
of our systems of Education and Internal Improvement, must be exten- 
sively beneficial to the whole community. 

There is a variety of other subjects, generally of a local nature, 
which I have been urged to bring to your notice in this communication; 
but as those already enumerated constitute ‘‘the purposes for which you 
have been convened,” and as I cannot submit others without a violation; 
in my judgment, of both the letter and spirit of the constitution, I trust 
those particularly interested will acquiesce in the course which F. feet 
myself constrained by the mast solemn obligations to pursue. While the 
changes recently made in our constitution and laws have been, in their 
general operation, of eminent public utility, the trivial inconveniences 
and burdens necessarily incident thereto, should be cheerfully borne. 

Since the rise of your Jast session, writs of election have been issued 
to fill the vacancies occasioned by the resignations of Messrs. M'Gau- 
ghey, Morford, Cahal, Trousdale, Tottenand Henderson, of the Sen- 
ate, and of Messrs. Netherland, Hancock, Allen, Campbell and Guild, 
of the House of Representatives: their several suecessors, I presume, 
will appear, produce their credentials and take their seats accordingly. 

Át no period have the Representatives of the people of Tennessee 
been assembled, when the aspect of our State presented ‘brighter evi- 
dences of public prosperity and individual - happiness. Salubrity of 
climate and the temperate habits of our citizens have- secured to them 
the enjoyment of general good health; the husbandman is liberally re- 
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warded for his-toils, in the abundant products of a grateful soil, and the 
skill and industry of aH, in whatever department of labour. employed, — 
. are stimulated and encouraged by the most-ample remuneration. 
For these favors we are indebted to that benign Being who is -‘‘the. 
giver of every good and perfect gift," and while we pay tû him the.tri- 
bute of our grateful homage, let us invoke his blessing upon every foture 
effort calculated to- promote the welfare of our beloved country.

Your mémorialists would respectfully represent, that during the pre- - 
sent year, three several calls have been made upon the citizens’ of T'en- :

the United States as. volunteers. "Phe first and third of these calls were. 
made under requisitions of Major General Edmund P. Gaines, and tlie 
second by that of the secretary of war. Under every’ call, more than 
twice the number actually required, promptly enrolled, organized and pré- ~ 
pared themselves for the service.  F'otthe circumstances under which the 
several proclamations were issued, the number of their patriotic ‘citizens ,
